Few women would ever walk 
through Pare LaFontainc at 
night. Every bush is a hiding 
place. The sickly lights offer no 
comfort; the cries of a woman 
calling for help would be muffl- 
ed in the trees. The cars circling 
the park are not police patrol 
vehicles. 

Pare LaFontainc was not a 
scary place Friday evening. 
There, 2,000 women concluded 
the "Take Back the Night" 
march that protests violence 
against - women with chants, 
candles and songs. 

The women in the march were 
motivated by anger, but par- 
ticipated in celebration. Every 
other night of the year the street 
does not belong to us — it of- 
fers too many dangers, too 
much fear. For once, the fear 
was forgotten, the company was 
not the guy lurking and heckling 
— it was women enjoying 
sisterhood. We had eluded the 
curfew, defied our virtual house 
arrest. 

The march, organised by lc 
Mouvement contre le viol, has 
become an annual event over 
the past few years. Every 
autumn women march through 
Montreal and other Canadian 
centres denouncing the violence 
in our cities. The march was, as 
always, for women only; for 
one day of the year women 
could walk without a male 
escort.* 

Voices grew hoarse as we 
shouted "la rue, la nuit, fem- 
mes sans peur" and strode or 
skipped down St. Denis before 
heading east toward the park. 
We were bonded together with a 
common purpose — the desire 
to speak out against an unac- 
ceptable situation for all 
women. 

Women of all ages and some 
with daughters participated in 
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the demonstration. Our 
placards dealt with more than 
opposition to violence against 
women — abortion, por- 
nography, incest and harass- 
ment were also addressed. 

The march was a happy event 
visually. Women laughed, danc- 
ed and sang, balloons in hand, 
music in the background. We 
greeted bid friends, encouraged 
onlookers to participate, ran 
free in the streets. "It was a 
funky experience," according 
to one participant.

The emphasis on Soviet 
responsibility led LGM to turn 
down an offer to join forces. 
When they refused to accept the 
October 22nd Committee's 
declaration at a meeting last 
spring, the 22nd delegation 
walked out. 

Although representatives of 
both coalitions have attempted 
negotiating, friction remains. 
Morman Nawrocki, a 



Disarmament, Nawrocki 
believes that Soviet SS20's 
should be discussed along with 
the Western Cruise and Per- 
shing II missiles. 

LMG organiser Ed Sloan 
acknowledged the disagree- 
ment. 

"We arc not laying blame, 
nor are we asking people their 
reasons for wanting to slop 
nuclear war," he said. "We 
don't care why you want lo stop 
it as long as you wan! to stop 
it." 

Sloan said his LGM coalition 
is eager to negotiate and willing 
to make concessions, but "each 
time we take a side on a smaller 
issue, we lose the support of 
many groups. A declaration 
must be so general that is ap- 
peals to everyone."

(CUP), a national organisation « 
of the major student 
newspapers, boycotts Bank ol 
Montréal advertising because 
the bank loans money to South 
Africa's apartheid government. 

Coté insisted there was nc 
link between supporting Frum's 
magazine and his bank's inabili- 
ty to find other student papers 
willing to publicise it. 

In September 1982, Campus 
Plus, CUP's ad agency, turned 
down a major 10-wcek "image- 
oriented"' ad campaign the 
bank wanted to run in Hie 
McGill Daily. 

Frum's magazine is not, 
however, receiving support 
from McGill's administration. 

"Wc can't approve the 
magazine because it looks too 
much like a McGill University 
Publication," said David 
Bourkc, Secretary-General of 
the university. 

Frum wrote McGill in June 
informing them she would use 
the words "McGill University" 
on her magazine. The university 
refused to let her. 

Then, "a day before it came 
out, Linda came to sec me and I 
told her (again) it was unaccep- 
table," Bourkc said. 

He added, however, that the 
school will not do anything 
about it. They do not expect 
another issue will appear with 
the same name.

Censorwatch's objective at 
McGill will be to increase 
awareness in cases where basic 
■human rights are violated. 

The organisation believes that 
such infringements violate the 
right to express oneself freely, 
hcreforc it aims at protecting 
hose rights which arc 
guaranteed by the United Na- 
tions Charter. 

Ccnsorwatch claims to be 
non-partisan since, according to 
Stcphensen, it is committed to 
informing the public of abuses 
around the world.

According to Stcphensen, 
Ccnsorwatch will not condemn 



the security of a nation, but the 
withholding of information is

The Centraidc charity 
organisation is launching a cam- 
paign at McGill to recruit stu- 
dent canvassers.

here," Bourke said. "Chang- 
ing the masthead is the only 
thing I'm concerned with." 

Bourke said there were two 
errors in the Gazette' article 
published Friday about the 
magazine. First, he never made 
the proposal to "throw . the 
10,000 copies in the garbage" as 
the Gazette reported, and se- 
cond, the magazine has not 
been banned, as the Gazette's 
headline stated. 

David Wimhurst, who helped 
write the Gazette's story, told 
the Daily he was only reporting 
what Frum told him and did not 
check with Bourke to see if it 
was true. 

Another Gazette reporter, 
David Johnston, said the 
Gazette's headline "Frum's 
daughter in banned paper row" 
was "totally erroneous." 

The magazine gives as its 
mailing address the Students' 
Society front desk. However, 
Frum did not seek the organisa- 
tion's approval to do this. 

"We've been swamped with 
phone calls all day," Adricnnc 
Joncs, a Students' Society 
receptionist, said Friday. 
"We've been doing our best to 
track her down. 

"We've been hassled. I mean 
people have been rude," she 
said. Finally, Frum came Friday 
afternoon and told them who 
she was. 

"She's authorised us to give 
people her home phone 
number: 843-6710," Jones said. 

The magazine applied for, 
but has riot received, club 
status. 

"My objection is that she us- 
ed our address and came out 
with it before obtaining ac- 



creditation from Students' 
Society," said Bruce Hicks, the 
organisation's president. 

"We've been waiting until the 
University gave their approval 
to the name," Hicks said. 

Hicks said he thinks he's now 
worked out a compromise bet- 
ween McGill and the magazine, 
but said it's still under review. 

Frum refused to answer the 
Daily's questions about the 
magazine. She feared the Daily 
would not report her comments 
objectively. 

But when this reporter asked 
her who wrote the magazine, 



she replied "I can tell you that 
right now. I did."

Vint are we going to do about it? 

The McGill University Magazine has hit campus,, expressing, among other 
things, a certain dislike for the Daily. Fine — we welcome criticism, but here we 
believe the Daily is not the issue. 

Neither is the McGill University Magazine and Linda Frum. The sensation sur- 
rounding a feud between two campus publications is irrelevant. However, the sen- 
timents of both publications are representative of many more people than those 
directly involved in the feud and the ideas expressed are important. 

So let's look at the ideas. The McGill University Magazine calls for the "preser- 
vation of those of McGill's ancient traditions still extant, and to the revival of 
those now lost." What was McGill in the 'good old days'? 

At first glance, McGill was a fun place to be at the beginning of this century. The 
students loved their university, and appreciated the benefits derived from the status 
it provided. ' 

And small wonder. Those McGill students were wealthy, white, straight, Protes- 
tant males — almost exclusively. McGill existed for them; they arrived here by 
their privilege and the degree McGill provided firmly entrenched their position 
among the Canadian elite. 

The McGill of yore would not be your university. The traditions of our beloved 
institution included policies which relegated women to a small and academically 
backward college, quotas for admitting francophones and jews and a mentality 
which did not tolerate people of differing races or sexual orientation. Fees beyond 
most people's means assured that only those with money would graduate and be 
guaranteed even more wealth and prestige. 

But the editor of the McGill University Magazine, Linda Frum, is a Jew and a 
woman — she, and many like her, arc longing for a past which would make her 
education at McGill an impossibility. Ultimately, her statements don't make any 
sense. 

Perhaps we take such views too literally. Perhaps we should take the simple 
premise of this strident call for the past and adapt it to the present. Post-secondary 
education would not be restricted to the extent it was at McGill in 1901 . However, 
the ethics of the time would still apply. Education would be only for a privileged 
few — not for those with the talents or aptitude but for those with the birthright 
and the cash. 

The package deal of status and employment with a McGill diploma is enticing to 
almost all of us; we're scared. We don't want to hear over and over again that the 
quality of our education is declining. Nor do we want to hear that our degrees pro- 
mise us nothing. 

So what's the way out? We're told that university should be privately funded. It 
would work, for those who have the means. Make university more inacccssablc 
and the value of post-secondary education would increase by virtue of being a 
scarce commodity. For most of us, not a very pleasant solution. 

Government cutbacks in education would first appear to strengthen this argu- 
ment. But the solution to a government which is 'failing to keep its promise of ac- 
cessible post-secondary education and an economy which provides poor prospects 
of employment is not to guarantee a privileged few everything and everyone else 
nothing. 

Obviously, those who would gain are those who reminisce about the good old 
days, knowing full well that the elite would embrace them. Some of us might go 
along with it and hope that we would be swept up with the privileged few. But for 
most of us, the alternative — universities which provide a quality education and an 
economy which places youth high enough to employ us — is the only acceptable 
solution. 

These are the real issues, as dismal as they may be — not some rosy description 
of a mythologised past. Under the guise of a happy tradition, there is just hatred 
and fear, and arguments for a more unjust social order.

Each student at McGill contributes 
financially to The McGill Daily — this 
really is "your Daily. " 

The Daily Publications Society (DPS), 
the newspaper's publisher collects 
money from students each year to offset 
the operating costs of the newspaper. 
Each full time student registered at 
McGill except for those in Graduate 
Studies and Research, Law, Medicine 
and Dentistry, pays$5.70 to the DPS. 
Full time students in these faculties give 
$3.50 to the Daily. Part-time students 
contribute $2.40. 

Student fees make up approximately 
25 per cent of the newspaper's operating 
budget. Other publishing costs arc 
covered by income from advertising and 
the DPS commercial typesetting shop, 
which operates out of the same win- 
dowlcss room as the paper. 

The McGill Daily is the only daily stu- 
dent newspaper hi Canada. This year, 
the paper plans to publish 100 issues, 
costing the average full time student less 
than six cents apiece. 

Despite inflation and rising produc- 
tion costs, the student levy has remained 
constant since 1981. 

Each student at McGill contributes to 
the newspaper's finances. Similarity, 
each voting staff member at the Daily 



has a say in editorial policy. The politics 
of the editorial board do not determine 
the newspaper's stance. The Daily is not 
their ideological fiefdom and it is impor- 
tant to remember that their views arc not 
necessarily the Daily's views, nor do 
they reflect editorial policy. Instead, the 
entire staff debates issues and sets Daily 
editorial policy. 

When an editorial is signed The Staff 
of the McGill Daily, that means the 
paper as a whole endorses the opinion 
that appears in the comment space. 
Comments signed by individuals reflect 
only the opinions of the people who 
wrote that particular piece. 

The McGill Daily's statement of prin- 
ciples indicates clearly the newspaper's 
intention to act as an agent of social 
change and to examine and criticize the 
inequalities at this university and the 
world outside McGill. 

Any McGill student can obtain a copy 
of the Daily's constitution from the of- 
fice in Union B03 and read the statement 
of principles included there for 
themselves. Anyone wishing to debate 
the newspaper's policy is invited to do so 
at any Daily staff meeting. Meetings arc 
announced in advance in the pages of 
the paper.

This article is the first in a 
series on government 
surveillance in Canada. 

Sweeping powers accorded to 
a proposed agency could subject 
university interest groups to 
surveillance and^ security 
assessments without govern- 
mental authorisation. 

Section 14.1 of Bill C-157, the 
"Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service Act" introduced in 
Parliament last May, docs not 
require the Solicitor-General's 
approval to "collect, by in- 
vestigation or otherwise, and 
analyse and retain information 
and intelligence respecting ac- 
tivities that may on reasonable 
grounds be suspected of con- 
stituting threats to the security 
of Canada and, in relation 
thereof, shall report to and ad- 
vise the Government of 
Canada." 

"Threats to the security of 
Canada" range from "foreign 
influence activities," to actions 
threatening "the destruction or 
overthrow of the constitutional- 
ly established system of govern- 
• ment in Canada." 

According to the Attorney 
General of Ontario Roy 
McMurtry, this definition could 
"include everything from trying 
to overthrow the Government 
of Ontario at the polls to efforts 
to abolish the Senate." 

Similarly, section 15.1 
authorises the Service to pro- 
vide — without obligatory 
ministerial approval — security 
assessments to Canadian 
government departments. Sec- 
tion 17 specifies that "the ser- 
vice may conduct such in- 
vestigations as it considers ap- 
propriate." 

-"Security assessments" arc 
defined in the act as "an ap- 
praisal of the loyalty to Canada

In ad it ion, the proceed in g 
paragraph 14.2 allows a wide 
range of discretion when it 
states "Nothing in this Act 
restricts the Service from re- 
maining informed about the 
political, economic and social 
environment within Canada and 
matters affecting that enviro- 
ment." 

The Bill attempts to remove 
the ambiguity of criminal 
liability of activities of security 
officers which were common in 
the recent RCMP security 
operations. 

Section 21.2 aims to inter- 
nalise responsibility by 
delegating the evaluation of 
under-handed activities to the 
Director of the Service, who 
decides whether any act of his 
employees was unlawful. If he 
does, he must inform the 
authorities. He and his 
employees enjoy a broad pro- 
tection defined at section 21.1 
of "taking such reasonable ac- 
tions as arc reasonably 
necessary to enable them to per- 
form the duties and functions of 
the Service under this Act." 
Status of the Security Bill 

Bill C-157 is now in second 
reading (Committee stage) in 
the Upper House. The report of 
the committee is expected in late 
October. 

The bill is expected to die on 
the order paper within the next 
several weeks when the current 
parliamentary session ends. 
However, the minister responsi- 
ble for the Bill, Solicitor- 
General Robert Kaplan, has an- 
nounced the proposed legisla- 
tion will have some changes in 
"principles," once it returns to 
the House of Commons next 
session.
